Ottawa, May 30.— (Delayed in trans- 
mission.)— The supplementary estimates 
for next fiscal year were brought down 
to-day. The total to bo voted is $8;058,- 
37G, of which there is chargeable- to capi- 
tal $1,130,482 and to income $1,861^038. 
It. G. M, Conuell gets an .increase of 
$250, which helps to account for his re- 
fusal of tho position of mineralogist, for 
British Columbia. Judge McGuire gets/ 
an increase of $120, and $1,000 is pro- 
vided for tho judge's travelling expenses 
in the Yukon. 

A quarter of a million is asked for the 
prohibition plebiscite: $1,000 to help Mr. 
Kingsford with his historical work; 
$0,000 for a new rifle raiigo at Victoria, 
$5,000 to wipe off liabilities on the Bis- 
ley building; $4,100 further grant to the 
Dominion Artillery Association and en- 
tertainment of the English team; $10,000 
for ten million rounds of defective .30:! 
ammunition purchase dfrom the imperial 
government, which will refund this sum. 

There are $140,000 for expenses and 
pay of tin; Yukon military contingent, 
and over $1,000,000 for increase in inter- 
colonial rolling stock and accommoda- 
tion; $5,000 for railway commissions; 
$5,000 for a marine biological station in 
the Gulf, and $3,500 for telegraphing 
weather forecasts to and from British 
Columbia.

Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier said the enterprise was u 
commendable one, but before the govern- 
ment could pledge the credit of the conn- 
try it would be necessary ro procure da- 
ta as to the amount of traffic the canal 
would likely secure. 



DOMINION NEWS NOTES. 

Gold From Peace River — L'.S. Consul for 
Dawson— Reformatory for Man- 
slaughter. 

.7. T. White has arrived at Edmonton 
frcm Peace River landing, bringing sev- 
eral splendid samples of gold, both fine 
and coarse, found on tho river. lie has 
three large pieces of gold amalgam, 
washed from bars near the crossing. The 
pieces are worth nt least $20 and ure 
said to have been washed out in four 
days, working only six hours a day and 
using nothing but a shovel for washing 
pan, 

At a picnic held at Pembina, N.D., on 
Monday the British flag was pulled down 
fiom a wagon on which it was carried by 
Canadian visitors from Emerson and 
toru to shreds. The affair has caused 
a good deal of hard feeling among resi- 
dents along the boundary line.

BONDING THROUGH ALASKA. 

Suggestion That It be Secured by Treaty 
—That Mythical Notification Dis- 
cussed. 

Toronto, May 31.— The Globe editorial- 
ly says: The statement or our Ottawa 
correspondent that Maeknezie & Mann 
had notified the British Columbia govern- 
ment of their inability to build the pro- 
jected railway from the British Colutn- 
bit coast to Teslin Lake on the subsidy 
of $1,000,000 granted by the legislature 
of that province probably put ti period to 
all endeavor for some time at least, to 
secure an all-Canadian route to the Yu- 
kon from the Pacific coast. The reason 
advanced for the' withdrawal of the con- 
tractors is that additional assistance 
could not be secured at Ottawa and tin 
provincial subsidy alone was not cnougl 
to warrant proceeding with the under 
taking. 

"Presuming that an all-Canadian rail 
way is to be abandoned because of Ul( 
Senate's hostility, we must nevertheless 
protest against chartering conditionally 
any railway from United States ports to 
Canadian territory. The British Yu- 
kon Company announces its intention to 
build over White Pass from Skagway 
to Fort Selkirk under the charter grant- 
ed at: Ottawa nnd Washington last year, 
and asserts that; there will he no trouble 
in bonding Canadian goods from Skag- 
way across American territory. This as- 
sertion Is based on the bonding clause 
attached to the Alaska homestead bill re- 
cently adopted by congress, but Cana- 
dians must have something more tangible 
than an act of congress, repenlable at the 
first gust of passion, with a guarantee 
for bonding regulations. 

"Nothing will satisfy short of a clause 
in the treaty to bo negotiated this year 
between the Washington authorities and 
representatives of England nnd Canada 
giving Canadian shipping and Canadian 
goods an equal right with American 
goods over the disputed coast strip until 
such time as it is determined by the ar- 
bitration whether we or the United 
States own the territory in dispute. Am- 
erican minors are allowed to participate 
witli Canadians in the search for gold in 
the Yukon. Canadian merchants and 
manufacturers must not be hampered 
with artificial obstructions of trade that 
do not apply to American traders. A 
clean cut bonding right must be assert- 
ed by the treaty, or an all-Canadian 
route will yet, despite the opposition of 
the Senate, prove absolutely essential to 
Canadian trade with the Yukon."

NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 

Orange Grand Master Retiring— Sealing 
Men From Washington — Drum- 
mond County Deal. 

(From our own 'Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 31.— Tho Grand Orange 
Lodge met this afteruoon. Air. Clarke 
Wallace, grand master, in his address 
urged Manitoba to wutch carefully to 
irntraj .'!:; „ ! .«-< i < roiifbrneitti; m tie pub- 
lie schools 61' the provlnci;. lie made a 
touching reference to the death of Dal- 
ton McCarthy, and expressed a desire to 
be relieved from the position of grand 
master which he has held for the past 
eleven years. 

Captain Cox, of Victoria, returned this 
afternoon from Washington where he 
lias been for the past week during the 
preliminary conference on international 
questions. He declines to diSjCUSS the 
prospects. Mr. Hall and he left for Vic- 
toria to-night. 

The Drumniond County railway com- 
mittee have presented two reports. The 
Liberal report declares the government 
arrangements for acquiring the road ad- 
vantageous to the country. The minority 
report signed by the Conservative mem- 
bers condemn the deal from a financial 
and business standpoint and justifies the 
Senate in rejecting the deal last year. 



AN ALLEGED ENGAGEMENT. 

Discredited Keport of Fighting Off San- 
tiago do Cuba. 

Cape Haytien, Hayti, May 31 (5:15 
p.m.)— Advices just received from Ha- 
vana say that since two o'clock this af- 
ternoon the American fleet at Santiago 
de Cuba has been cannonading the bat- 
teries at Morro Castle, La Zogapa and 
Punta Gorda. At the same, time, it, is 
added, the American ships have been en- 
gaged witli the Spanish ships. The tir- 
ing was extremely heavy. At 3:35 p.m. 
the cannonading became less heavy at 
the fortifications but was more accentu- 
ated in the locality where the fleets were 
engaged. 

Morro Castle is at the entrance of the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba. La Zo- 
gapa is it short distance inside the har- 
bor entrance of Santiago de Cuba, 
showing that the American fleet has en- 
tered the harbor, according to the Ha- 
vana advices via Cape Haytien, und has 
engaged the Spanish fleet iu those 
waters. 

Cape Haytien, 0:40 p.m. — At this hour 
tlie Santiago cable is still working from 
Santiago. Private messages intimate that 
there has been a severe light, between 
the American fleet and the outer forti- 
fications and the Spanish fleet. The fight 
lusted the greater part of the afternoon. 
The advantage appears to have been 
witli the Americans, According to the 
latest advices the conflict is still in pro- 
gtess.

Fifteen Thousand Men Will Be 
Landed and Quick Capitula- 
tion Expected. 



Washington, May 31.- -The significant 
statement was made by a cabinet officer 
after the regular Tuesday meeting of tho 
cabinet to-day that no news had been 
received since Monday from Schley di- 
rectly and it was now believed that 
nothing would be heard for two or three 
days at least. It was plainly anticipat- 
ed, however, in some quarters that he- 
might, through the possession of some 
information that would tend to neutral- 
ize the strength of the enemy's position, 
make a bold attempt to enter the har- 
bor of Santiago and destroy or capture 
the Spanish squadron. AVith the assist- 
ance of a single regiment of rcgular 
United States troops which is believed 
even now to be on the way to his sup- 
port, the officials are confident that the 
Meet can reduce the forts nt the en- 
trance to Santiago harbor and make un- 
tenable the position of the Spaniards 
within. Of course this plan is based 
upon the theory that Cervera will not 
attempt to make his escape by a desper- 
ate sortie at night. 

This movement of Schley's is unques- 
tionably in pursuance of the President's 
policy to send a helping hand to the 
.starving reeoncentraUoes. The Spanish- 
squadron might be kept within Santiago 
harbor until the end of the war without 
endangering an American life and be- 
cause of its distance and isolation from 
Havana, Santiago city has little to at- 
tract a military attack, but because it 
lies in the very midst of an insurgent 
section the town affords a splendid base 
for the distribution of supplies to tho 
families of insurgents and to the re- 
concentradoos who will drag on a miser- 
able existence in the interior. Already 
the President has ' begun to prepare to 
help these people and the comminsary 
general of the army has prepared an es- 
timate of $5,000,000 for the purchase of 
sufficient supplies to feed 150,000 recon- 
contradoes for six months. 

For the time being it is felt that the 
real held of action is centred with the 
troops now advancing under orders from 
here. The time of propitiation has gone 
by and it remains oiily for the prepara- 
t\o:v. to h: -anied hit* actual effect ,\ 
leading nuval official pointed to his desk, 
which was clear of papers and docu- 
ments, and remarked that all the prepar- 
atory details were now well along and 
that so far as the authorities here 'are 
concerned they had only to wait "for the 
execution of the preparations. There 
will continue to do much routine detail 
in maintenance of general military and 
naval force hut this is now in well estab- 
lished channels. The more Tital feat- 
ures of the campaign itself have been 
fully matured. To a certain extent, 
the military and naval operations will be 
directed from Washington, but the com- 
manders, military and naval, have been 
given wide latitude. 

No advices of nn engagement at San- 
tiago had reached the navy department 
and officials discredit the report. 

LARGE FOKCE LANDED. 

First Military Expedition Now on Cuban. 
Soil Preparing to Move on. 
Santiago. 

■ Key West, May 31— The steamer- 
Florida returned here -it 7 a.m. to-day 
from Cuba, having successfully landed a; 
most important expedition on the island. 
The size of the force to be landed near 
Santiago docs not exceed 15,000 men, of 
whom it is expected not over 5,000 will 
actually take part in tho siege; the others- 
being held in reserve for use if extra- 
ordinary resistance is encountered. The 
outlook, however, is for quick and do-' 
cisive action, and there is confidence 
among the military 'u'en that the city 
will fall within ten days. 

It is not the intention of Gen. Miles- 
to remain in Santiago one unnecessary 
hour after the capitulation of that port,, 
and the successful accomplishment of the 
purposes of invasion. On the contrary, 
most of the troops will be quickly re- 
embarked on the transports and the com- 
bined military and naval force will pro- 
ceed directly to take possession of Porto 
Rico, being reinforced for this purpose' 
by additional troops from Tampa. These 
reinforcements consist 'argely of volun- 
teers, including those which exhibited 
the highest efficiency among the com- 
mands now in camp there and at Chlckr 
ntnauga park. Perhaps some of these 
commands will reach Key West about 
the time the main expedition starts from 
there ,and will be prepared to follow the 
first expedition immediately, if such ac- 
tion at the time appears to be desirable. 

Ever since the first reports announcing 
tho arrival of the Spanish squidron at 
Santiago de Cuba General Miles has 
been alive to the danger which would 
have to be encountered by the American

Paris, May 151.— The Journal des Dc 
bats to-day commenting upon the com- 
mercial convention between France and 
the United States says: "The war 
undoubtedly causing much injury to our 
exporters and our trade with the United 
Stales if not entirely stopped will cer 
tainly be materially diminished. The 
convention gives us advantages mainly 
for the future which we hope are near at 
hand but. at the same time it has special 
importance inasmuch as it proves 'Wash- 
ington is aware that whatever may bo 
the individual sympathies of many 
Frenchmen, France as a country is re- 
solved to maintain strict neutrality." 



SHOUT DESPATCHES. . 

Fatal Explosion— New Mark for Scorch- 
ers—Chess Tourney Opening. 

By the explosion of a boiler on an 
engine in the Hoosntonic tunnel and 
Wilmington railway yesterday Zephan- 
iah Douglass, the engineer, and 10. 
Faulkner, the fireman, were killed. The 
engine was almost completely demolish- 
ed. A passenger coach was partly 
wrecked and several persons sustained 
severe injuries.

SUSPENSE AT MANILA.

London, May 31. — The. owners of the 
British ship Genestn, which has been 
loading at -Manila, have received a cable 
despatch, dated May 24, saying Bear 
Admiral Dewey has ordered the vessel 
tQ, leave the port, from which it is con- 
jectured that the American commander 
contemplated some action. 

A despatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Manila, dated May 2(i, via .Hong- 
king, says: "American warships are 
still in the bay, except a couple of the 
smaller ones, which are being used for 
patrol duty outside. Rear Admiral 
Dewey is losing men from disease almost 
daily. Smallpox and dysentery are said 
to be rife in the American squadron.

TWO HUNDBED MILLIONS. 

The Record Breaking Bill To Be Pre- 
sented to Congress. 

Washington, May :>1.— The secretary 
of war has asked congress for mi addi- 
tional appropriation of $5,781,000 made 
up of the following items: Torpedoes, 
$1,380,000, including $150,000 for the 
defence of Manila harbor, torpedoes uud 
guns and mortar batteries, $454X000; ar- 
mament to fortifications, $7155,000; con- 
tingencies of the army, $100,000; ' and 
ordnance stores and supplies, $3,200,- 
000. This is expected to complete the 
naval and war deficiencies estimated so 
far ns can he seen, save for the items 
or $30,000,000 and $50,000,000 to be 
submitted immediately to cover the ex- 
penses of the volunteers, and incorpor- 
ated in the general deficiency bill. With 
everything now in sight the total carried 
by the deficiency bill will reach $207,- 
711(1,805, making it the largest deficiency 
bill ever presented to congress. It will 
be submitted to congress in the next 
few days.

NOTES OF THE WAR; 

Building of Ships Further Hurried— 
Bryan Mny be a Colonel — San- 
tiago Cable Cut. 

Washington, May 31.— The consular re- 
ports issued to-day contain some addi- 
tional declarations of neutrality, this 
time from Brazil, Japan, British Guiana, 
St. Lucia and Gibraltar. It is noticeable 
that, both Brazil and Japan go out of the 
way of the usual formal preamble to ex- 
press regret at the outbreuk of hostili- 
ties between the United States and 
Spain.. Bermuda modifies her original 
proclamation of April 23 so as to make 
the rule relative to supplying provisions 
and coal to belligerents conform closely 
to the very severe English rules that 
subject. The Japanese proclamation is 
rather remarkable in the great exactness 
with which it prescribes the rules that 
are to govern Japanese subjects in their 
dealings with the belligerents and the 
treatment that will be accorded belllger 
cuts' ships. 

After a conference to-day the naval 
bureau chiefs, presumably witli the 
knowledge of the constructive ability of 
American shipyards capable of undertak 
ing this work, resolved to reduce the time 
of the building of the ships to a maxi- 
mum of 32 months. 

The navy department bought anothc 
yacht to-day, the "Enquirer," belonging 
to W. J. Connors, of the Buffalo Corn- 
ier, at New- York, for use in the auxil 
inry fleet by which name the mosquito 
fleet will be designated in accordance 
with the recently passed act on the sub- 
ject. Other purchases are in prospect, 
but the final selection of these vessels to 
be purchased from the eligible list of over 
one hundred supplied by the examining 
board has not been made. 

The torpedo boat Rowan, built at Se- 
attle by Morail Bros., has now been pre- 
pared for trial and instructions wore sent 
to the department to-day to run the trip 
oil Friday on Puget Sound. 

J. Bryan after all mav be a col- 
onel in the volunteers. To-day the secre- 
tary of war authorized the governor of 
Nebraska to raise a regiment of infantry 
for the service of the government under 
the President's call for 75,000 volun- 
teers.

CORRESPONDENTS WARNED OFF

a cablegram from Alex. Collan, British 
consul-general at Havana, in the fol- 
lowing terms: "1'lvaso acitfse British 
correspondents of newspapers who may 
be in Key West with the intention of 
coining to Cuba against attempting to do 
so, especially by the means adopted by 
Knight, Robinson and Whigham, all of 
w hom were arrested and are now in pris- 
on. It is needless to say this recom- 
mendation applies with still greater srtiu- 
gency to correspondents who are Ameri- 
can citizens, (live aJl possible publicity 
to this." 

The three correspondents named in the 
despatch crossed to Cuba in newspaper 
tugs and landed from small boats, only 
to be immediately captured. Knight, who 
represented the London Times, is in the 
fortress Cabanas at Havana; Robinson, 
of the Pall Mall Gazette, and Whigham, 
who represents the London Standard, are 
in the Matanzas jail. 

Havana, May 81.— (From a Spanish 
correspondent)— Mr. Knight, of the Lou- 
don Times, whi is imprisoned in Ca- 
banas fortress, says he intended to land 
at Havana some time ago on the Am- 
erican ship which brought (he first pris- 
oners for an exchange. Subsequently, 
ompany with Mr. Bock, a German 
merchant, he tried to reach Havana on 
ird the German ship Polaria. Disap- 
pointed in this effort, he says he filially 
ught a boat and was taken by aii 
American despatch boat to a point about 
ight miles off the Cuban coast, when 
ip was lowered and started for the 
bore. 

Owing to the strong surf his small 
boat was upset, but he managed to right 
her, and eventually succeeded in reach 
Ing shore after 28 hours. The Spanish 
captured him near Jaruco, Havana pro- 
vince. He will probably be set at lib- 
erty and is being treated with grei 
consideration. 

On May 20th two persons landed i>1 
Matanzas, who gave the names of Philip 
Robinson and II. J. Whigham, claiming 
to be Englishmen. According to their 
Statement they left Key West, on board 
a British yacht, arriving in sight, of 
Cardenas on Wednesday,. May 25. There 
they were observed by American war- 
ships and Bred at, but. without result. 
On the 28th in tin? morning they ap- 
proached Matanzas, where no American 
warship was in sight. A small boat 
was lowered and in it they effected a 
landing at Duhrocq, near Matanzas har- 
bor. They carried four British Hags 
and one white Hag when they were tak- 
en, as well as the oars of the boat 
which brought them ashore. At mid- 
night Saturday they were arrested at 
the Louvre hotel and taken to San Sev- 
eriuo Castle, where they will he-put on 
trial. It is believed they are American 
spies.

In Austria a Christian witness is 
sworn before a crucifix between two 
lighted candles, and, holding up his 
right hand, says: "I swear by God, the 
Almighty and All-Wise, that I will spoil IT 
the truth, in answer to anything I may 
be asked by the court." 

.Jewish witnesses, while using the same 
words, add to their solemnity by plac- 
ing their hands on the page of a Bible 
on which is printed the third command- 
ment. 

A Belgian swears to be veracious in 
these words: "I will speak the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth, so help me God and all the 
saints." 

Ill Italy the form is nueh the same, 
but the use of the Bible imparts a great- 
er degree of seriousness to it. "1 will 
swear to fell the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but. the truth," exclaims 
the Italian witness, resting his hand 
upon an open Bible. The Spanish oath 
is more elaborate. The witness, kneel- 
ing on his right: knee, places his hand on 
sacred book, and, being asked by the 
judge, "Will you swear to God and by 
those holy gospels to speak the truth to 
all you may he asked'.'" answers: "Yes, 
I swear." Thereupon the judge says: 
"Then if thus you do God will reward 
you, and if not, will require of you." 

In some parts of the country the 
ceremony is different. The witness forms 
a cross by placing the middle of his 
thumb on the middle of his fori.' linger, 
and, kissing his thumb— a practice which 
would be very familiar to some Eng- 
lish witnesses— exciaims: "By the cross 
I swear." 

The most, curious European oath is ad- 
ministered in Norway. The witness 
raises his thumb, his fore linger and his 
middle linger. These signify the Trin- 
ity, while the larger of the uplifted 
lingers is supposed tn represent; the soul 
of the witness and the smaller to indi- 
cate his body. Before the oath is taken 
a long exoneration is delivered, the most 
material parts of which are as follows: 
"Whatever person is so ungodly, cor- 
rupt, or hostile to himself as to swear a 
false oath, or not to keep the oath 
sworn, sins in such a manner as if he 
were to say: 'I I swear falsely, then may 
God the Father, God the Son and God 
the Holy Ghost, punish me, and so that 
(iod the Father, who created me and all 
mankind in His image, and His fatherly 
goodness, grace and mercy may not pro- 
fit me, hut that I, ns a., 1 perverse and 
Obstinate transgressor and sinner, may 
be punished eternally in hell. . . . '. 
If I swear falsely, then may all 1 have 
and own in this world be cursed; cursed 
be my land, field and meadow, so that 
I may never enjoy any fruit or yield from 
them: cursed be my cattle, my beasts, 
my sheep, so that after this day they 
may never thrive or benefit me; yea curs- 
ed may I be uhd everything T possess,"

Report of the Special Committee 
to Revise the Water Rates Laid 
Over for Two Weeks. 



The same old discussion on the ques- 
tion of allowing steam sawing mnoiiiaes 
to l»e operated on the streets wn.-s re- 
sumed at the adjourned meeting of the 
city council held last evening when the 
street by-law was taken up. At present 
the law does not allow the machines lo 
operate within the fire limits, except 
between the hours' of 5 and !) in the 
morning. The Municipal Clauses act 
does not empower the council to entirely 
prohibit the operation of the machines 
mi the streets, so the promoter of the 
by-law, Aid McGregor, contented him- 
self with a clause extending the old 
law to the whole city. There was eon 
siderable opposition even to this, aoinc 
of tin; aldermen objecting to any restric- 
tions being placed on the machines. Xltey 
finally won the day, the law being let; ni 
it was, .viz., the machines to he allowed 
to Lie operated on the streets outside the 
tire limits at all hours. The vote on 
the clause was as follows: To jimit tin' 
hours (luring whieh the, machines could 
be operated, the .Mayor, Aid. M'cCaud- 
less, Humphrey, Wilson and McGregor; 
against the clause, Aid. Kinsman, Hall, 
Humbert Phillips and Williams. 

Clauses providing that wood sawers 
shall clean up the streets after having 
done their vrork and to prevent the dis- 
tribution o.' handbills, etc., on the streets 
were passed without discussion. 

•A clause was inserted in the by-law 
prohibiting the removal of ashes, paper 
or other rubbish from premises within 
the tire limits after 9 a.m. 

The by-law was reported complete, 
read a third time and passed. 

Tlie report of the committee on water 
rates was next, taken up, Aid. Phillips 
moving, seconded by Aid. Humber, that 
the report be laid over for six months. 

The Mayor explained that: the propos- 
ed change was in the way of a reduction 
in rates. At present the lowest, rate is 
$1. The report provides [or lower rates 
for smaller houses and a slight increase 
for a few larger houses. Under the 
new arrangement 1,434 houses would 
pay from (it) to 7fi cents a months, 1,117 
would pay $1 and I>77 would pay over $1. 

Aid. McCundless spoke at some length 
in favor of the report, pointing out that 
those who were less able to pay, would 
be charged less and those better able t< 
pay would be charged more. Further 
the city would not lie put to the expense 
of collecting the rates, as they would 
have to pay at the city hall. 

Aid. Kinsman pointed out that very 
often smaller houses brought a higher 
rent than larger ones. 

Aid. Humber took exception to the 
charges for water for building pur- 
poses. 

Aid. McCandless pointed out that tliest 
charges were levied in all the cities of 
the Coast. 

Tlie consideration of the report was 
deferred for two weeks and tile council 
adjourned.

The Canadian l'acllir Hallway Company's 
telegraph yesterday announced some Im- 
portant ccductloiis In their tariffs to var- 
ious American points, which will be of 
Interest to local business nlen and those 
who have occasion to use the wires for 
the purpose of obtaining quick com muni- 
eat Ion with cities of the United .States. 
Mr. Christie, tlie local manager, announces 
Hint the rates to the various states of the 
union which have been $1.23 day and .?1 
night will from Jane 1 be .fl both day 
and night for a message of 10 words. Thus 
New York, Chicago, St. Louis, New Or- 
leans, etc., may le reached for 25c each 
less than the former tariff. The rate to 
Seattle and Tacoma, which has been C0c 
day and -Klc night, has been brought down 
to 40c and BOc. Port Townsend, which lias 
been 83c, will now be 2or, while Dungen- 
ess and Port Angeles, which have been 
¥1.10. will also have a 23c rate. They are 
enabled to lower these rates owing til the 
new direct connection. 

A brief resume of the telegraphic his- 
tory or the city since the CP. It. rook 
over the Brltlcli Columbia, telegraph sys- 
tem from the Dominion government in 1880 
may ant lie amiss. At that time the only 
outlet was from Victoria by road to Sana- 
leli Arm, which was crossed by a short 
cable, thence by wire along the road to 
-Nana lino, thence by wire ami cable across 
channels ami two islands, then a plunge 
under the Gulf of Georgia to Point Cray, 
lit teen miles from Vancouver, where a 
trail through the woods brought it to a 
highway bound for New Westminster. This 
was the regulating point and al the boun- 
dary the Canadian line was spliced to the 
Western Union wire, which Look It through 
a heavily wooded country to .Seattle, from 
which point telegrams were distributed 
over the country. At that time It coi 
to telegraph to Seattle, $1.25 to San Fran- 
cisco anil $1,50 to eastern points, In 18S0 
when the C. P. It. assumed: control. local 
rates In British Columbia were Iminedhil 
ly reduced 50 per cent. San Francisco was 
put: down lo ,fl and Seattle to 73c. In 
ISS7 San Francisco was reduced to 73c, 
with 60c night rate. Seattle 60s day and 40c 
night. New York and other eastern Amer- 
ican points to $1.23 day and .fl night.. 
Montreal and other eastern Canadian points 
SI day and 75 c night, which rates are now 
further reduced as shown above. The Cali- 
fornia and Oregon rates have not yet been 
Interfered with. 

The rates enjoyed by Canadians compare 
well with those prevailing on the Ameri- 
can side of the line. San Francisco Is n 
large city and has two big telegraph com- 
panies operating out of II. The rate from 
there to New York (about S.500 miles) is 
•>1 both day and night. Vlctorln Is a 
small city, with a much less number of 
tclrjrrams, anil yet Victorians have for 
years been aide to telegraph to Sydney, 
Nova .Scotia, the fartliesl easterly point 
of the Dominion and some t..",(i(i miles dis- 
tant by wire at a rate of $1 day and 75c 
night for messages of IP words. The C. 
V. li,. therefore, with !ts monopoly has 
been giving the people n very much longer 
service for considerably less money than 
has been enjoyed by American cities In 
much more thickly populated states. The 
c. 1'. R. has been gradually but steadily 
Improving Its wire service out of this city 
for years until now It Is claimed to lie 
strictly first class, 

It lias been the aim of I he ('. P. R. peo- 
ple to make the burden as light as pos- 
ihle on their customers. II must be borne 
In mind that up to a very recent date Vie- 
orin and Vancouver were the only two 
itics which made any money for the com- 
pany, outside I hose points It was all ex- 
pense. Hundreds of miles of wire bud to 
be maintained through tin exceedingly 
rough and sparsely populated country to 
keep ns In touch with the outside world. 
The company now feels Itself in a posi- 
tion to grant one of their periodical con- 
cessions In a further reduction of certain 
rates and no doubt the public will heartily 
appreciate the faet.

A PROGRESSIVE POLICY. 

Very much remains to be done in Brit- 
ish Columbia before it takes that posi- 
tion which its great natural wealth en- 
titles it to occupy. Extensive public 
works must he undertaken, for the do- 
main to be opened up to settlement anil 
enterprise is enormous. Development is 
handicapped by distance. In order to 
properly promote the vital interests of 
the province, it is necessary in the first 
place to have a. better understanding 
with the Dominion, The Colonist has no 
intention of inaugurating a campaign of 
secession, for it is not so foolish as to 
set itself against the whole trend of 
public opinion in the Empire, which is 
for consolidation; but it has 110 hesita- 
tion in taking the position that Canada 
owes a debt to British Columbia, which 
it is in duty bound lo discharge. One of 
the lirst acts of the government after 
the elections ought to be, and doubtless 
will be, to place before the Dominion 
ministers a fair statement of what this 
province has done for Canada and what 
Canada has in return done for this prov- 
ince. A very Strong case in the interest 
of British Columbia can he made out, 
ami we are very hopeful that it will be 
i'ecogutzed in a proper manlier. 

The policy ot" the local government is 
the advancement of the interests of Brit- 
ish Columbia, As Individuals the mu- 
sters mid their supporters have their 
views 011 federal questions and vote ac- 
cording to them, but when it conies to 
promoting the welfare of the province, 
they are neither Conservatives nor Lib- 
orals, but only British Columbians. It 
would be a regrettable thing if it ever 
should come to pass here that the gov- 
ernment should become a mere adjunct 
to one or the other of the political parties 
at Ottawa, afraid to nsh fur justice for 
fear of embarrassing friends or being 
snubbed by opponents. The interests of 
the province are so great, so diverse and 
so difficult to present properly, that it 
well behooves those having charge of 
them to be absolutely free, in approuueh- 
ing the Ottawa ministry, from any politi- 
cal entanglements. 

That the time has come when the 
claims oC British Columbia upon the 
Dominion must he presented with clear- 
ness and he urged with determination 
cannot, lie denied. In what shape relief 
ought to be sought is a matter for future 
consideration; but that some relief must 
be forthcoming cannot he denied. Wo 
use the word "relief," not in tin' sense 
of a remedy for distress, hut. in that of 
reparation for injustice, and we have 
sufficient faith in the good sense and fair 
dealing of the people of Canada to be- 
lieve that when the case has been pro- 
perly presented it will he equitably met. 

The basis of the claim for better treat- 
ment is the fact that this province con- 
tributes very much more per head to 
'the revenue than any other portion of 
Canada, while the federal expenditure 
here falls very tar short of what is paid 
in to the treasury. Of course ail the 
provinces must pay in more than they 
get bach; otherwise there would be noth- 
ing left for the expenses of the federal 
government and the interest on the pub- 
lic debt; but the balance of British Co- 
lumbia's contribution is so out of pro- 
portion to that of the others that it 
only needs to be pointed out to attract 
attention at once. The government of 
the province can very properly approach 
that of the Dominion, and hating point- 
ed out how liberal and progressive it 
has been in its own efforts to promote 
provincial development, ask that a larg- 
er share of what is needed in the future 
shall be borne by the Dominion, which 
receives directly 111010 benefit from it 
than the province. It docs not follow 
that Ibis means a recasting of the fi- 
nancial arrangements between the Prov- 
ince and the Dominion. Probably it 
would lie better to put the matter in an- 
other way, for the moment tin? door is 
opened for changes in the federal con- 
tributions to any one of the provinces all 
the others will have claims to make. 
It seems to us that the better plan is for 
the local government to press the finan- 
cial case in the strongest possible way, 
and with this to present its views of 
what the province requires in order that 
the most may ha inude of its great re- 
sources. Having done this, it can be 
demonstrated, to the satisfaction of any 
reasonable person, that money laid out 
in opening up British Columbia will be 
a remunerative outlay to the Dominion; 
This might be followed tip by the sug- 
geston of 11 plan whereby the two gov- 
ernments could co-operate in providing 
the necessary improvements, the Domin- 
ion to hear the greater part of the ex- 
pense a»d the province to contribute in 
the way of certain local taxation, to be 
borne directly by the localities to ho most 
directly benefited. In other words, the 
plan ought to lie for the Dominion, which, 
will lecelyc the greater part of the rev- 
enue from the people who will be led to 
settle In the province by the contem- 



plated improvements, should be nt the 
greater part of the cost of these im- 
provements, ami the localities directly 
assisteil should meet the remainder. In 
this way no burden would fall upon '.he 
parts of the province that an; ulready 
settled. 

As has already been pointed out in 
these columns, there has been steady 
progress in the policy of railway aid 
adopted by the government of British 
Columbia. The plan followed in respect 
to the Coust-Teslin railway was a. great 
advance upon any previous one. It is 
time for another stop forward, but as 
the next one, which is above indicated, 
calls for the co-operation of the federal 
government and must receive the sanc- 
tion of the parliament of Canada, it will 
require time for its working out. It 
would not have met the emergency to be 
dealt with at the last: session of the 
legislature; but wdiile the results of the 
policy then pursued are being worked 
out, the provincial government can use 
its best endeavors to secure success for 
a new departure along the lines above 
mentioned: We believe these views will 
commend themselves to the people of the 
province. 

ENEMIES O P THE PROVINCE. 

The opposition are the enemies of the 
province. They may not intend to be 
such, but; they are. They have fallen in- 
to their present position probably because 
they have been so blinded by prejudice 
and lust for oflleo that, they have not 
seen whither their steps were leading 
them". In the house and in their news- 
papers the opposition have represented 
the province as overburdened with debt, 
have insisted thai its taxation is exces- 
sive.have declared that its laws are passed 
and administered in the interests of a 
few favored corporations, have alleged 
that its ministers are corrupt, have ar- 
gued that, its credit is strained to the 
last notch, have asserted that its re- 
sources would not warrant a liberal pol- 
icy of development, have opposed every 
measure looking to the introduction of 
capital, have assumed a hostile attitude 
towards all men of enterprise and means, 
have decried the province in n score of 
ways whenever by so doing they could 
make an imaginary point against the 
government. If the things, which the 
opposition say are true, are in point of 
fact true, the province is no longer 11 
place to which we can in justice invite 
men of enterprise and capital to come. 
Readers of United States papers have 
seen how the libellous statements of 
the opposition press have been copied 
there for the purpose of supporting the 
claims of rival cities and districts. If 
the finance minister were to-day to go to 
London to negotiate a loan he would 
in all probability be confronted with the 
allegations that have been made by the 
opposition as to the burden of the debt. 
I the grinding nature of the taxation, the 
wastefulness and extravagance of the 
administration and the unfitness for de- 
velopment of every section of the prov- 
ince which the government has endeavor- 
ed to develope. He would probably say 
in reply that the people who make these 
assertions really do not believe them, 
but are only seeking to create a pre- 
judice against the government, so that 
they themselves may get into office, but 
to this the answer would doubtless be 
made that in no other place in the world 
do politicians feel called upon to decry 
their country. The minister would be 
ashed to point, if he could to anything 
which an opposition member of the legis- 
lature has said in his place in the house, 
c,i- to anything which an opposition pa- 
per has set forth in its columns, that 
indicates faith in the future of the prov- 
ince or any belief that its resources and 
possibilities are such as have been repre- 
sented by government supporters and 
the government press. He could not do 
so. lie would be obliged to confess that 
all the enthusiasm, all the earnestness, 
all the expressions of deep conviction as 
to the future of British Columbia have 
been from the government and those 
who support it. lie would be utterly un- 
able to point to a speech delivered in 
the house by an opposition member or an 
article printed in an opposition newspa- 
per, which would support his position 
that the. province is on the high road to 
piosperity, that it has great wealth to 
be developed and that it can afford to 
embark upon a progressive policy. If on 
the other hand there should be any per 
son in London who desired to hamper 
him in his financial operations, he would 
find plenty of material in opposition to 
speeches and editorials. 

It is indeed a very remarkable thing 
that the opposition have never even man- 
aged to blunder into doing or saying 
something that could be construed as an 
expression of confidence in the future of 
the province. It, is an astounding tiling 
that men seeking for an expression from 
the people that will lead to their assump- 
tion of the reins of power, have never 
managed even by accident, to indicate 
that they have the slightest faith in .ho 
province, whose affairs they desire to 
administer. There; is not an allegation 
prcjudical to the interests of British Col- 
umbia, which cannot, be supported by 
statements made by tin? opposition eith- 
er in the house or in the press, and in 
most cases by both. Let it be granted 
that this hostile attitude has been taken 
unintentionally, we do not see how it 
alters the case in the least. Do the op- 
position in the federal arena decry the 
Dominion? Do the opposition in Ontario 
decry Ontario? Do the opposition in any 
of the provinces decry them? Not at 
all. They find abundant material on 
which to base their appeals to the people 
without maligning the country in which 
they live. The misfortune of British 
Columbia is that its opposition consists 
of narrow, disappointed men, wdio have 
been soured by repeated poiiilcat failures, 
or are jealous of those wdio have been 
more fortunate than themselves in getting 
to the front in this great and promising 
province. 

Mr. II. Mttcklin, whose letter from 
Gnliano will be found elsoSvhcre in to- 



day's Colonist, speaks of the esteem in 
which Mr. Booth, M.P.P., is held in his 
constituency. Mr. Booth deserves all 
that is said of him. He makes an excel- 
lent representative. His views on all 
subjects are progressive and well matur- 
ed. Ho is an Industrious member, and 
one who contributes much to the intelli- 
gent discussion of nil questions, whether 
in committee or on the floor of the 
house. His short tenure of office as 
Speaker has shown him to be a good par- 
liamentarian. The electors of North 
Victoria cannot do better than select him 
again for their representative. He would 
be greatly missed from the house if he 
should bo defeated, for he has gained 
the confidence and respect of all the 
members and the public at large. 



Our Chilliwack correspondent speiks 
of the feeling in that riding in regard to 
the nomination of Hon. Mr. Turner as 
a candidate. "While we are in the fullest 
sympathy with the movement, we hope 
that nothing will occur to prevent the 
electors of Victoria from having an op- 
portunity to express a renewal of their 
confidence in the premier personally as 
well as in his government. He deserves 
well, of Victoria and can be elccted'here 
with the greatest ease.

Why should the vot- 
ers of that, constituency refuse the ser- 
vices of men of their stamp and take Mr. 
Higgins, with his variegated political 
record, or Mr. Hayward, wdio though a 
thoroughly respectable man has scarcely 
that experience in public affairs or that 
stake in the country, which is possessed 
by either of the gentlemen on the gov- 
ernment ticket?

WHEAT'S "FARTHEST NORTH." 

The Cereal May be Profitably Cultivated 
in the Hudson Bay Region. 

(From the Toronto Globe.) 
The belief that habitable Canada con- 
sists of 11 narrow strip of territory 
stretching along the border of the Unit- 
ed States with no depth to the north is 
one that is little heard of nowadays on 
this side of the line. It is still, however, 
held by a great many people abroad, aud 
we ourselves have but the haziest ideas 
of our North country and its tremendous 
possibilities. Year by year, however, 
with the return of explorers we learn 
not merely of the I'll Dorados of the 
frozen North, but of the far greater 
wealth of the fertile soil on the northern 
slope of the continent. The farthest 
north at. which wheat will ripen has not 
yet been definitely ascertained, but it has 
been successfully established that, the 
most useful ol all cereals wall ripen 11 
thousand miles north of the boundary 
line. 

It has heretofore been supposed that 
the huge territory in Eastern Canada 
north of the height of land and draining 
into James Bay, although in the same 
latitude as Manitoba, was not so well 
adapted to the growing of cereals. Mr. 
Henry O'Sullivaii, a prominent surveyor 
and explorer in the service of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, who made an exploration 
last fall with the object of locating a line 
from Lake St. John to Hudson Buy, says 
wdieat as good as that grown in any part 
of Quebec ripens far north of the height 
of land and well up toward .lames Bay. 
At Waswanipi, a Hudson Bay post en 
route to Rupert's Landing, he found Mr. 
Baxter, an agent who takes an interest 
in farming. 

After looking over the results Mr. 
O'Sullivan says: "It is surprising to 
see the line vegetables and grains he has 
grown there. I never saw better cab- 
bage, carrots and turnips, and he gavi 
me samples of wheat which he had grown 
from seed raised there the year before, 
and other wheat which he had grown 
from seed obtained from the agricul- 
tuorl farm at Ottawa. They are equal 
ly good and can compare favorably with 
wheat grown in any other part of the 
province. The surrounding country 's 
tt'A level, rich clay land." At Moose f'ac- 
torv, on James Bay, Bishop Newnham 
raises the finest of celery, tomatoes, vege 
table marrows, eaulillowVr and other gar- 
den stuff. 

One can scarcely overestimate the prac 
tical value of this testimony lis to the 
climate on the northern slope toward 
.lames Bay. That wheat and delicate 
vegetables can be growiv fully 20O miles 
due north of Toronto is a fact, the sig 
nificnuco of which will probably not be 
come fully apparent to the present, gener- 
ation, Eventually, however, it must 
mean the settlement of that vast terri 
ton- from the crowded regions of thi 
Obi World. 

In the West tin' wheat, belt runs far 
up toward the Arctic. The farthest 
north will probably be found in Atha 
basca, just east of the Rockies, The in 
lluence or tin? Chinook*, the warm winds 
of the Pacific, gives 11 moderate climate 
there for hundreds of miles north of Ed- 
monton, which is itself some 750 miles 
north of the latitude of Toronto. A com- 
mittee of the senate established the fact 
that (lowers bloom as early on the shores 
of Great Slave Lake, 1,300 miles north 
of Toronto, as they do in Winnipeg. In 
the Peace River Valley the climate is 
pretty much the same as in Western On 
tario, yet the Peace River is at its most 
southerly point over 1,000 miles north of 
Windsor. 

The largest rush of immigration in 
Manitoba this year is into the Swan Riv- 
er Valley. This is in the extreme north- 
west of the province, yet it is in practi- 
cally the same latitude as the English 
midlands. Mr. Burrows, a member of 
the Manitoba legislature, reporting on 
this new district to Mr. Sifton on th 
1st of March, says that the history of 
grain-raising in Manitoba for the past 
fifteen years demonstrates the fact clear- 
ly that atuttidei have very much to do 
with summer Irl>sts. The most success- 
ful districts in Manitoba for the raising 
of No. 1. hard wheat are those localities 
which lie at an altitude of from SIX) to 
1,300 feet above the sea level. 

It is also known that in every ease 
where 11 district is found to he subject 
to summer frost in Manitoba, the land is 
found to he at a high altitude. Most of 
the Swan River Valley is less than 1,200 
feet abeve the sea. Lieut.-Gov. Patter 
son, of Manitoba, who went on a tour of 
inspection last fall over to Hudson Bay 
in bis report, says that every Indian 
south of the Nelson river could have 
excellent, kitchen garden if he took the 
trouble to cultivate the land. The Nel 
son river enters Hudson Bay at York 
Factory, about latitude 57, some .'KID 
miles further north than Moose Factory, 
where Bishop Newnham is conducting 
bis experiments, 

Grouping all these facts together, it. is 
not too much to claim that the wheat 
belt of Canada averages at least. 500 
miles in width by 2,000 on length, 
greater stretch than any other part of 
the world, except Russia and Siberia, pos- 
sesses. The bulk of this tract of land 
lies west of Luke Superior, the barren 
lands north of that lake (rutting the for 
tile portion of the Dominion into two dis 
tinct parts. Of the great Western wheat 
growing country Winnipeg is the com- 
mercial, if not the geographical, centre 
It has up to the present, save during 
the boom period, grown rather slowly 
but has kept pace with the growth of 
population upon the land. 

Now that the rush to the Canadian 
v heat plains is beginning, Winnipeg will 
probably show a greater proportionate 
growth than any other Canadian city. 
It may forget the lesson of the last per- 
iod of speculation and retard its develop- 
ment by another boom. If this is avoid- 
ed ami the people of Winnipeg bend their 
energies to maintain the city in its pros 
i nt. position as flu- railway metropolii 
and commercial centre of the West, Win 
nipeg in another ten years should hnvi 
well on to 100,(100 inhabitants. If this 
promise is fulfilled if will be by til 
pushing of wheat production even fm 
tber north. . 



CHILLIWACK MOWS. 

Chilliwack, .May .",11.— Mr. A. Drlseol, who 
lias Just recovered from a sIH; attack of 
typhoid fever has recovered and left for 
a visit to the coast last Friday. 

Mrs. II. 1. Reed, the proprietress of the 
Lrland house, went down to Victoria last 
week, visiting friends. 

People who are rushing towards the 
Klondike may not generally know that 
there Is plenty of precious metal at home. 
Take for Instance the Chilliwack silver 
mine, situated on (he Shannon mountain, 
or more commonly called here the Little 
mountain, one mile east of town and abut- 
ting on thi> Yale road, located about four 
years ago by Tlios. Vance. This claim has 
breadth and from two to live feet In width 
composed of gold, silver and copper, prin- 
cipally copper, sample assayed $33.55 per 
ton, that is to say .$'JH In copper, ST In gold 
and £2,55 In silver. Mr. Vance has already 
put In a tunnel one hundred and twenty 
feet and Is about to sink a shaft from the 
top, aud when that Is done (here Is no 
doubt hut that a fortune will be In sight. 
With a railway which will soon be run- 
ning through our valley and the dyke. which 
Is well under way, there will bo no further 
fear of those disastrous Hoods that occur 
occasionally and Chilliwack will hum. Itain 
that was much needed came last: week and 
tlio ranchers are now assured of abundant 
crops and the fruit Is developing fast. In 
fact everything indicates a prosperous sea- 
son. All danger of Hoods Is thought to he 
over for this year.

It was indeed 
through tin? aid of the natives largely 
that the murderer was speedily appre- 
hended and his crime brought home to 
him beyond the shadow of doubt. The 
trial took place at Clinton ou Monday, 
and on conviction Samien was sen- 
tenced to death.

There was joy among the riflemen of 
Victoria yesterday when the news came 
from Ottawa by telegraph that $6,000 
had been included in the supplementary 
estimates for the providing of a new mil- 
itary range in this city, that at Clover 
Point having long ago proved its unsuit- 
nbility. According to present plans the 
now range will be at Oak Day, although 
property owners in the vicinity are work- 
ing energetically to prevent its location 
there. ' 



For years past— ever since the estab- 
lishment of the Dominion melerologic.il 
station at Esqtlimalt — the resident obser- 
ver lias been working toward the perfec- 
tion of the system so as to enable him 
to publish forecases of the weather as 
well as record the temperature and wind 
conditions ol the by-gone day. The chief 
difficulty has been the cost of having 
telegraphed the reports from other sta- 
tions to permit of reliable calculations 
being made. This difficulty has now 
been removed by the appropriation by 
the federal government of $3,500 for the 
telegraphing of this information, so that 
in the near future Victorians may look 
to the morning paper for a line upon 
the weather during the day to come. 



Now that Dr. Newconibe has returned 
from England and is ready to lend his 
valuable assistance in the work, the ar- 
rangement of the Indian curio room at 
the provincial museum will proceed at 
once. In connection, Curator Fannin 
proposes introducing a very interesting 
feature on lines similar to those of the 
greatest museums of Europe and the 
East— casts being taken of the heads, 
feet and hands of the various native 
types, and these being used in tlie inak- 
ing of figures to be clothed in the dis- 
tinctive raiment of the tribes represent- 
ed, those silent, figures perfectly repre- 
senting the physical characteristics of 
the native races of' the province in their 
primeval costumes. The value as well 
aa the interest of the "feature" cannot, 
very well he exaggerated.

The spring assizes opened yesterday 
before Mr. Justice MeColl and though 
the day's sitting was short, considerable 
business was disposed of before the ad 
journinent for the day was reached. A 
visitor to the court was Judge Ardagh, 
of Barrio, senior judge of the county of 
Simcoe. He had a seat on the bench 
beside Mr. Justice MeColl during the 
morning sitting. 

After the formal opening of the assizes 
the following grand jury was sworn in: 
W. F. Billion (foreman), I Braverman 
A. J. W. Bridgman, Gavin H. Burns, 
It. L. Drury, J. G. Elliott, E. J. Eyres, 
Geo. Gillespie, L. Goodacre, II. M 
Graham, A. A. Holmes, W. Humphrey 
T. Hooper, Geo. .Tuques, A. McKeown 
A. K. Monro, Wm, Munsie, W. L. 
Stephens and E, Wilkinson, , 
Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy attorney 
general, appeared for the Crown and 
Mr. Robert Cassidy will assist in. the 
Wolf murder trial. 

Having instructed the grand jury brief- 
ly in their important duties, Mr. Justice 
MeColl laid before them the various in- 
dictments, touching shortly on one 
two of the more important ones, and an 
adjournment was then taken till one 
o'clock while flic grand jury considered 
the indictments, 

Upon the court reassembling the grand 
jury brought in the following findings 
T1GJE BILLS. 
Wm. Gollener, stealing. 
Arthur Sharpuel, breaking and e 
tering. 

John Cullahan, escaping from gaol. 
Martha Wolf, murder. 
C. W. Johnson, embezzlement. 
Joseph Barrattu, shooting with intent 
to murder. 

NO BILL. 

M. V. IUithven, corrupt perjury. 

During the recess Mr. Herbert E. A. 
Robertson on behalf of John Williams, 
who had chosen a jury trial on the 
charge of stealing applied to have this 
changed to a speedy trial. Mr. Justice 
MeColl refused the application and the 
indictment was handed over to the 
grand jury. The court said that he 
would instruct the grand jury ou the 
libel cases against Air. Xichol and oth- 
ers at one o'clock to-day, when the find- 
ing in the Williams case could he handed 
in. 

William Golleiier, charged with steal- 
ing thirteen sackes of Hour from M. 11. 
.Smith & Co.'s bakecy last January, 
pleaded guilty. .Mr. Frank Higgins for 
the prisoner made a strong plea for 
mercy, urging the youth of the prisoner 
who is now twenty years of age and 
saying that the young man was led away 
by evil companions and that this was 
his first offence. Gollener, too, had been 
in gaol already for four mouths. 

Sentence was deferred. 

John Callahan was the next prisoner 
arraigned. While serving a year's term 
in gaol for assault he escaped on March 
18, but was recaptured within ten min- 
utes. He had nothing to say, and was 
sentenced to an additional month in 
gaol. 

Arthur Sharpuel failed to appear in 
answer to the charge of breaking into 
a Chinese vegetable store house at Oak 
Bay. Ho was out on bail in the sum of 
$500, his bondsmen being E. S. Sharp- 
uel and J. C. Davie. The court ordered 
the bail estreated in the absence of good 
reason why the prisoner had not been 
produced. A bench warrant was issued 
for Shrapnel's arrest. 

Charles W. Johnson, indicted on a 
charge of stealing $215 from James A. 
Henry did not appear when called upon. 
He is out on bail, but in the absence of 
Mr. George Powell, who is retained by 
the defence, but who was unable to be 
present yesterday, the Crown postponed 
making an application for estrcatment of 
bail. 

The case of Martha Wolf, accused of 
the murder of Mrs. O. Mursaen, was 
postponed till this morning. Mr. IT. 
Dallas 1-Iclmcken, Q.C., and Mr. J. P. 
Walls appeared for the defence anil Mr. 
A. G. Smith, deputy attorney-general, 
and Mr. It. Cassidy for the Crown. Mr. 
Hclnieken stated that he had been in- 
structed so recently in the case that he 
had not had time to prepare tor the 
defence. He therefore asked for a de- 
lay till Thursday if possible. 

'Tlie court decided to adjourn the case 
till this morning at 10 o'closk, but. in 
case Mr. Helmcken is not prepared to 
go on then there will be a further delay 
till to-morrow. Mr. Smith for the 
Crown did not oppose this owing to flic 
very serious mi tore of file charge. 

The court then adjourned till this 
morning at 10 o'clock. 



BY-LAW DEFLATED. 

Very Pew Ratepayers Vote for tin 
Waterworks Completion Loan. 

Want of interest was yesterday res 
ponsible for the defeat of another loan 
by-law. Those opposed to the borrowing 
of $15,000 to complete the waterworks 
at Beaver lake turned out in goodly num- 
bers and cast their ballots, while those 
who favored the council's scheme to put 
the works in a usable condition only a 
very few appeared at the polls. As a 
consequence the by-law did not receive a 
majority of the votes cast, to say nothing 
of the three-fifths majority required by 
the statute. The total vote cast was 
543, out of a possible 3,000.

Subsequently he wrote that upon mature 
consideration, he doubted hit capability 
to do justice to the work devolving upon 
the ollice, and would therefore remain in 
the service of the Dominion, by whom 
he was offered incidentally an increase of 
alary: Since then the government has 
been looking about for the best man 
ivailable, and scientific men agree that 
in Mr. Robertson they have found such 
a one. He is young and ambitious, aud 
regards British Columbia as the most 
promising mining country in the world 
to-day. It is this more than the salary 
provided that induces him to resign his 
lucrative connection in New York to 
ast in his lot with British Columbia 
and do his part toward promoting the 
natural growth and development of the 
province.

PRACTICAL I NSTKUCTION. 

Dominion Agricultural Experts To Visit 
and Lecture To The Farmers 
of British Columbia. 

So complete and thorough has been 
the success of the lessons in dairying 
and kindred subjects given in British 
Columbia during the past few years by 
Professor Robertson, Mr. Murkham and 
others, that the farmers of this prov- 
ince will hail with peculiar satisfaction 
the announcement that arrangements are 
now being consummated between the 
British Columbia department of agri- 
culture and the Dominion minister for 
several of the professors from the central 
experimental farm coming to this prov- 
ince shortly to deliver a scries of lec- 
tures to the farmers' institutes. In ad- 
dition, the minister, Hon. Mr. Fisher, 
being a practical farmer . himself, has 
been invited to come West with these 
experts, and address tin? agriculturists 
of the Pacific province on flu.' subjects 
of deepest personal concern to them and 
their industry, an invitation which there 
is every probability of his accepting. 
The visit of these gentlemen is arranged 
for July, when it is intended that ad- 
dresses shall be given in all the in- 
stitute districts throughout the province. 

The only institute districts throughout 
the lower country that have not yet. or- 
ganized are Victoria and Mission, Cow- 
ichiin having given notice of intention to 
fall in line willi the organization of a 
district of its own toward the end of 
July. The system of institutes although 
not long enough in operation as yet for 
its full benefits to be apparent has al- 
ready demonstrated abundantly the prac- 
tical value of the organization con- 
templated by the act, while the efforts of 
the department to provide instruction by 
the most qualified experts cannot but re- 
sult in a great and immediate advance 
in the fanning industry— the "backbone 
of the country."

If 
they. did' purchase them from tin- United 
States or any other foreign country of; 
course they paid the duties upon them. 
I do ..hot know that they did so. To the 
second question the answer Is: Outside of 
the stores' purchased from the two eon-: 
tractors above mentioned, ivhlch were all. 
fond supplies, the whole of the stores for- 
warded were purchased within the Dom- 
inion of Canada. To the third question tin' 
answer Is: For the woods purchased from 
Messrs. II.

That the 
government, once having entered into a 
contract with them, could prevent them 
purchasing a portion of their supplies 
abroad, I suppose my honorable friend will 
not maintain, especially if Hie purchase 
made any material difference In the price 
of the goods to the public. Then with 
regard to the other portion of the ques- 
tion, "does the government deem it pa- 
triotic or Jusl to employ the vessels of an- 
other country in the transportation of the 
stores ji n 1 1 goods?"— well, the government 
do when they are unable lo secure vessels 
of their own. I understand that In this 
case many companies were applied to, and 
tlie names of the vessels that could enter 
Into the service were asked for, and no 
names were given uiul no satisfactory ten- 
ders were made. In fact, at tlie present 
lime ns I understand it, those parties who 
are building or fitting out steamers upon 
the western coast of. this country were not 
yet prepared to enter into this contract or 
to engage In the transportation. They may 
be able to do so at a later period, but they 
were not able to do so at the time the 
government sought those -lenders. 

Hon. Mr. Mnctlonnld UU'.l-l have to 
thank the honorable minister for his very 
clear anil concise answer lo the questions 
which 1 have asked.

.uunleipnl sun rage was grunted lo Hie wo- 
men or Eugmuu in IStin, and was so suc- 
cessi'ul lu Its operation that in 1KS1 it was 
extended to the women of Scotland. Now, 
after twenty-nine years of satisfactory ex- 
perience In England and seventeen years In 
Scotland, It Is extended to the women ul 
Ireland. Full suit rage, including tin- par- 
liumentury vote, was conferred upon the 
women of. the Isle of Man in 1880, to the 
women of New Zealand in 1803, ami hi lsiil 
the same privilege was extended to the wo- 
men of South Australia. The United States 
was the tirst of the nations to extend the 
bUll'rake to men upon liberal terms, England 
rather tardily followed her example; but 
die rapid iind fur-reaching extensions of 
suffrage to women within the domain of the 
liritlsn government seem to Indicate that 
England bus been more ready, after all, to 
recognize the logic of democratic princi- 
ples. 

'■It Is a timely query to make, why Eng- 
lish and Irish women who nro qualified to 
vole In their native countries should be dis- 
franchised if they chance to remove to the 
United States, in Sweden and Norwny tax- 
paying women may vote by proxy, and it 
is fair lo ask why such women in 'the Unit- 
ed States nbould enjoy less political dig- 
nity. In Iceland, Finland and In certain 
elections In Russia, taxpaylng women uinv 
vote directly, while In Prussia, Westphalia, 
Schlcswig-Holstelu, Austria, Bohemia, Unh- 
and Itussiu the taxpaylng women are per- 
mitted to vole by proxy.

Knniiliiirity with the local phenomena 
of fog has destroyed interest in theiu 
in the mint] of the average, -San Krancis- 
can. lie looks on with indifference til- 
most daily through Hie summer season 
on the marshalling of the fleecy' aerial 
hosts along; the ocean shore line of the 
city; of tlie forcing by them of the Cold- 
en Cute; their assault of the mission 
heights; their sweeping charge over the 
city; their obscuration of the Contrn 
Costa range, uiul their capture of the 
bay. The warning toots of tugs uiul 
steamers and ferry boats; the ringing of 
ulnrui hells ut the various ferry landings, 
and the doleful cries of the Gout isHljil 
nnd Point Bonita sirens have to him 
no special significance. Ami yet these 
familiar fog phenomena furnished Bret 
Hnrte with a theme for a piece of the 
finest descriptive writing that every 
Mowed from his pen. 

Whence comes the great gray bank of 
fog that is curried by the strong west- 
ern trade winds to the const line and 
to the gates of the city with the setting 
of the summer sun is it mutter of ns 
much speculation as are the causes of 
the trade winds before which the fog 
bank is driven inland. It lias been in- 
torred that the trade winds are, created 
by the heating of the great: interior 
valleys and the inrush of the colder air 
of the sea to supply the vacuum which 
the heating process produces. Thus the 
warm nir, which bus been laden with 
moisture by solar evaporation far out nt 
sen, is drawn inshore over the cold north- 
ern current that sweeps down the coast, 
condensing the vapor into a dense uiul 
chilling fog. 

While this phenomena is present on 
the greater purl of the coast line, it is 
more conspicuous in the vicinity of Sun 
Francisco than any other part, of il, 
which . gives weight lo the foregoing 
theory of its origin, us the Golden Cute 
uiul the low-lying hills of the San Fran- 
cisco peninsula furnish an unobstructed 
avenue for the aerial currents from the 
sen to enter the heated central basin of 
the state, reducing the temperature of 
both day and night to Hint plensnnl 
mean which makes the California climate 
matchless among the climates of the 
earth. Anil the dense redwood forests 
which extend' along the coast from Mon- 
terey bay to the Oregon line dray their 
sustenance from the summer fog drift, 
for, its it pusses through their tall tops, 
it is held and condensed in the embrace 
of their branches into a driziile f 
drenches tlie soil in which their roots 
grounded. 

In the winter the meteorological student 
finds in the fog drift in Sun Francisco 
bay important and almost unfailing 
weather signs. Three consecutive foggy 
days and nights are almost invariably 
forerunners of a ruin storm. Those are 
usually followed by a strong southeaster 
which drives the fog out of the bay and 
urmgs witn it me rniti-niueii clouds 

that have been formed in the Gulf of 
California to drench the eurth over 
which they puss. 

To the 'San Francisco fisherman the 
fog drift is nn open hook. He knows 
through its signs the condition of the 
weather in the outer roadstead without 
consulting either the weather bureau or 
the lookout ut. the Point Lobos signal 
station. If the bay is full of fog and 
u strong breeze is milling the waters, 
he knows that it is in nine chances out 
of ten comparatively calm outside and 
probably clear. 1 1" the fog hunk extends 
like a wall from the Golden (Jute lo the 
Berkeley shore, while the rest of the 
bay is clear, he knows Unit the outer 
roadstead is clear, but banked with fog, 
which, later in the day. will be driven 
inshore by the trade wind. Hia move* 
incuts and operations are governed 
largely by the fog signs with which he is 
so familiar nnd much of his immunity 
from disaster is due to this fog craft. 

When the fog settles on the buy not 
only nre all the landmarks shut out of 
the ferry-muster's vision, but the mys- 
terious influence or fog on the trans- 
mission of sound is so deceptive that 
the location of the siren signals uiul the 
Steam whistles of moving craft is un- 
certain and often misleading. It is ac- 
tually on record. that 'he sound of the 
fog bell at one of the ferry landings was 
not heard on one of the ferry bouts on 
two recent occasions, when the nose of 
the bout was within 100 feet of the ship, 
ami n complaint was lodged ngitinsl tin- 
man whose duty it was to ring the bell 
on the presumption that be was not per- 
forming il. Ami yet there was positive 
proof furnished on both occlusions that 
the bell was going, hut the sound failed 
lo penetrate the fog, and drifted iushor 
to the peril of the ship. It has been 
shown in evidence that a steamboat's 
whistle was heard on one side when the 
vessel actually occupied the opposite po 
sition. 

Among the curious phenomena relating 
to fog is the fact that all fogs are not 
alike, either in density or influence, 
fogs offer very little trouble to buy navi 
gation for the reason that they drift in 
irregularly and contain fret) u en t break 
through which the lookout can see 400 
or 500 yards ahead. A land or marsh 
fog is what the navigators of inland 
waters dread. It often limits the vision 
to less than one-half the length of th 
craft.

Naval Constructors Eagerly Await 
the Result of a Meeting of 
Modern Fleets. 



Litter Day Appliances of Naval 
Warfare to Have Their First 
Serious Trial. 



All the world will watch intently for 
u great nuviil buttle, because the ma- 
chinery tor lighting upon the sea, which 
bus been devised and developed in the 
lust thirty years, has never been put to 
u serious test. The iron steamship wits 
the product of n period of the civil 
war, nnd the armor-clad war vessel, with 
its terrible armaments, is u later out- 
growth, which had its germ in the Erics- 
son monitor. 

First the new warship was an "iron- 
clad," and assumed unwieldly propor- 
tions. The British Inflexible, which wits 
launched in 18T(>, carried a belt 121 inches 
thick, nnd the huge battleships of Italy 
of n little later date were protected with 
'22 inches of iron armor. That was also 
the day of guns of enormous weight and 
huge caliber 100 tons nnd 12 inches or 
powder these monstrous engines hurled 
solid shot or the spherical shell from 
their smooth-bore throats, down which 
the charge had been crammed. The 
first notable change was in the lighten- 
ing and hardening of the armor plates 
by giving it a steel face. Then the 
cheapening of steel by the Bessemer 
process of manufacturing led to its ad- 
option ns the sole material for armor 
belts, 'and the Harvey process aud the 
Krupp gas process came to give its 
surface a hardness and toughness never 
before attained. 

'This improvement in ' armor plates, 
giving better protection with diminished 
weight, accompanied by new inventions 
in boilers and engines, made possilde 
a much higher speed and greater facility 
in handling vessels of vast size. Out of 
of this advance in the construction of 
ships came the fast cruiser, armored 
almost us effectively as the battleship, 
but not so heavily armed. Had the 
process been only in means of protection, 
the warships would have become prac- 
tically invulnerable to each other's wea- 
pons. But while ingenuity wus expend- 
ed upon armor plates and propolllng ma- 
chinery, the armament wus uot ne- 
glected. 

The cast-iron gun, with its smooth 
bore, loading at the muzzle, became 
a thing of the past. Cheapened steel 
became the chief material of naval ord- 
nance, first as a core witlu'n a jacket of 
wrought iron, and finally as the entire 
body of the deadly tub;. The problem 
was a distribution of the strain through- 
out the substance of the gun to avoid 
bursting from the heavy charges used 
nnd forged steel effected this best. But 
the strain did not come alone from the 
explosion of heavy charges of powder; 
the explosives themselves were greatly 
increased in power. The dominating 
purpose was to give velocity and force 
to the projectile and tins necessitated 
the utmost streength in the gun. The 
tremendous force of the explosive and 
the terrible velocity of the shot through 
the rifled bore made length of gun a ne- 
cessity, and this compelled the breech- 
loading devices which ingenuity did not 
fail to provide. Xor did the progress 
stop here. The projectiles shared in 
the improvement. 'They became elong- 
ated in form, tapering to a point, they 
were made of forged aud hardened steel, 
to escape breaking or flattening, and to 
enable them to perforate armor plate, 
and they carried bursting charges to lend 
destruetivoncss when they penetrated 
the enemy's armor. 

Year after year the emulation of in- 
ventors strove for improvement in one 
factor or another of the great problem 
of naval warfare, while DO naval battles 
took place, and each new battleship or 
cruiser was supposed to show some fresh 
advance. The gun "built up" from 
hoops of steel, and even made of wire, 
would near the strain of a more power- 
ful explosive or a heavier charge, so 
that the most deadly projectile could 
be hurled with a rorce to crush the 
strongest barrier at the distance of 
miles, but around the "vitals" and the 
armaments of ships was wrapped armor 
of ever-incrensing power or resistence. 
Then the insidious enemy of armor-elads, 
the ugly nnd venomous torpedo, was pro- 
vided, with a craft of its own. capable 
of accompanying fleets upon the ocean 
and darting forth to deal its deadly 
blows. This developed the use of the 
secondary armament of rapid-fire guns 
of small cnlibre, using "fixed ammuni- 
tion" for quickness of loading, and of 
machine guns to burl their rattling 
charges at the pestilent small craft of 
the enemy. 

During all this time, tests have been 
almost wholly experimented without the 
conditions of actual battle. Armor 
plate hns been tried in the form of huge 
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targets set up on shore or on flouts, 
nnd guns, explosives and projectiles 
have been tried by firing at such targets; 
Korce, velocity. resistance, till the 
scientific and mechanical factors could 
thus be gauged under conti'iilable condi- 
tions. In peaceful manoeuvres machin- 
ory and the handling of vessels and 
theoretical elements conld be put to a 
kind of test, hut, after all, who could 
tell how this vast it 11(1 conip'icated ma- 
chinery, handled by men better yr worse 
trained, was going to act in the tierce 
controversy of war until it had an actual 
trial where all the factors would be 
tested'.' Nothing of die kinu hns hap- 
pened since the rivalry began between 
menus of attack and .li 'iins of protection 
in the lighting machines of the sea, out of 
which the modern fleet has been evolv- 
ed. 

Now. the armor of the h'nuleships is 

10 or 12 inches thick, 'astcil >t IS tn 
24. nnd the heavies: cutis rarely have 
M caliber exceeding 12 inches, where 
once they hnd Ki. but the resisi ince of 
the armor plate is greater than ever be- 
fore, and the power of the loeir breevh- 
loading riile, handled by nwhiiiory. is 
something not dreamed of by the lust 
generation. The tuhnl.ll' boilers, the 
forced draught of the furnace, the trip'.e- 
expniision engines, give speel unattain- 
able in times jmst, and a readier hand- 
ling of the ship, and eh> ;'i leitv adds Us 
subtle power of the Wo!'K ; liK of signals 
nnd the minor devices o ft lie coaiplev. 
machinery of war. The naval haltle of 
the- least moment i:i the last thirty 
years can be counted upon the fingers 
of one hand, and Hiov afforded no test 
of this machinery. 

Tn the Bomewhat famous battle be- 
tween the navies of Chili and Peru in 
1 87!) the Huasear was caught between 
two fires from the Blanco Knealada and 
the Alntirante Cochrane and forced to 
surrender, but what were these vessel's 
of the primitive days of ttrmorcladsV The 
Huasear was of but 2,100 tons displace- 
ment and a speed of eleven knots and 
the armor plates were but 4 inches thick 
on her hull and 5% on her gun turrets. 
The two Chilian cruisers had a displace- 
ment of only 3,480 tons each and a speed 
of thirteen knots. Their armor plate 
was 9 inches thick on the sides, tapering 
to 4VL- at the ends, while the central bat- 
tery was surrounded by "an 8-inch shield. 
The heaviest guns in the fight were fl- 
inch muzzle-loaders. This wns.no test 
of the modern fighting machine. 

The British reduction of the forts of 
Alexandria in 1882 was an equally one- 
sided and indecisive affair. There were 
practically no harbor defenses in the bay, 
and the forts on shore were comparative- 
ly flimsy and their ordnance was infer- 
ior to that of the British fleet, in which 
the most formidable vessel was the old 
Inflexible, with her 24 inches of iron ar- 
mor nnd her 10-inch guns. It was only 
a question of opening tire and keeping it 
np until the place gave way. In the 
French bombardment of Poo-Chow in 
1S84 inferior vessels were engaged, and 
the Chinese resistance was Impotent. 
They had few torpedoes, but used them 
without effect. ,The next event worth 
noting in naval warfare is the revolt of 
Admiral Mcllo against the authority of 
President Peixoto of Brazil in the har- 
bor of llio Janeiro, September, 1893. 
Mello had command of tho Aquidaban, a 
battleship of -l.i)."it) tons, with a com- 
pound armor belt (iron faced with steel) 

11 inches thick, and a principal arma- 
ment of 9-inch guns. With him were the 
Ahnirante Tamandare, an ununnored 
cruiser of 4.4U5 tons' displacement and 
light armament, some small cruisers and 
gunboats, and three torpedo boats. The 
navy faithful to Peixoto was inferior 
and scattered abroad at the time, but be- 
fore the conflict was over, in March, 
1894, he got together a fleet containing 
the rather heavily armored and armed 
Kiuehuelo of 5,700 tons, the unarmored 
Benjamin Constant, 2,750 tons, and sev- 
eral smaller vessels. But the contest was 
for the possession of ports and points on 
shore, and there was no direct, engage- 
ment between the naval forces. 

The nearest approach to a test of naval 
lighting appliances came ill the battle of 
the Ynlu, or of Hai-Yan-Tau, in the war 
between China and Japan, in 18!), r ), but 
how far that came from being a serious 
test^ can be seen by briefly recalling the 
events and the forces engaged. China 
had two rather powerful barbette ships, 
the Ting Yuen and the Chen Yuen, of 
7,330 tons each, with 14-incb armor belts, 
and ,'5-incli protective steel decks, and a 
heavy armament of 12-inch guns. With 
these were three much smaller armored 
ships — less than 3,000 tons each— and 
three still smaller cruisers and gunboats 
and a small flotilla of torpedo beats. 

The largest vessels in the Japanese 
fleet were three unarmored cruisers of 
1,227 tons each nnd their heaviest, ord- 
nance consisted of 0-inch guns. There 
were three armored vessels with these — 
one of 3,718 tons, with a 7-ineh armor 
belt and some 9,4.-ineh g^uns; one of 2,- 
•150 tons. 4%-inch armor belt aud no guns 
over 4.7-inch calibre, and the third of 
2,200 tons, 4%-inch armor and small guns 
only. There was also a van squadron of 
four unarmored vessels, only one of 
which was of considerable size (4,150 
tons). This one carried no guns over 0- 
inch calibre, hut there were two gun- 
beats, each of which had two 10.2-hich 
guns. The naval machinery of the Chi- 
nese was superior to that of Japan, but 
it was ill-supplied with ammunition and 
badly handled. Each ship acted inde- 
pendently, while the Japanese squadron 
was directed as a whole and operated 
with coolness and skill. The Chinese 
lost five vessels out of fourteen aud the 
Japanese Meet, was little damaged. To 
the naval attack upon Tort Arthur there 
was little resistance, while at Wei-Hai- 
Wei there was n desperate effort at. d(>- 
fense on the part of the remnant of the 
Chinese fleet, but it: was hopeless. The 
Ting Yuen, with two smaller vessels, was 
sunk, and the Chen Yuen and six smal- 
ler ones were captured. The Chinese 
navy were practically annihilated, and 
yet. Japan did not have a single battle- 
ship or an armored cruiser of the first- 
class nor any of the latest naval ord- 
nance and gun appliances. The havoc 
was done with the ordinary shot and 
shell. Japan had no torpedoes, and 
China, made no effective use of hers, 
though three trials were made in the 
battle of Hai-Yan-Tau. 

So the navies of Spain and of the 
United States, which rank iu power far 
brlow those of Great: Britain and France', 
but which contain some of the latest 
and best: armored warships, confront 
each other for the great experiment that 
may test the lighting machinery of mod- 
ern warfare on the sea. Rut the ud- 
option of all these mechanical forces and 
devices makes a new demand upon the 
qualities of men. They need as much 
as ever coolness, courage and endurance, 
but. impetuous dash and fury and the 
prowess of sheer physical vigor must give 
place to mental qualities involving know- 
ledge and aptitude for directing mechan- 
ical appliances, with the ready resource 
of brain keyed up to energy, but fnje 
from blinding passion. The machine is 
less than the man controlling and direct- 
ing it, and the revolution iu naval war- 
fare -will give a fust advantage to a peo- 
ple trained to material alertness and 
clearness, and apt in the invention and 
handling of mechanical devices.— A. K. 
Flake in New York Times. 
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ItEINDEBIt IN ALASKA. 

Government Ambition to Raise the Herds 
to Three Hundred Thousand Head. 

(Skagway Dally Alaskan, May 11.) 

To-day we bud a talk with A. J. Kjlll- 
nian, of the Interior department of the 
United States government, in charge of 
the Teller experimental reindeer station on 
Bchrlng strait. Mr.' KJillnuui was assigned 
lor temporary service with the war de- 
partment, last fall, In connection with the 
transportation of the lamented Klondike- 
relief expedition. He was sent to Norway 
and Lapland to bring over some hundreds 
of reindeer with which .to transport men 
and supplies to the Klondike. He Is the 
rear guard of the expedition; He left Nor- 
way with ."nlT reindeer. One was lost In 
crossing the ocean, mill 154 have since died 
for want of proper food, the supply of 
white moss having been exhausted'; The 
animals are now over the summit In the 
moss district, ami are all right. Mr. Kjill- 
inan brought over lot Norwegians, 10 men, 
the balance women mid children. The gov* 
eminent made a contract with the men for 
services for one year, from last Febru- 
ary. They are employed as reindeer driv- 
ers. A contract has been let to a pri- 

vat inpimy to carry the malls from 

Pyramid harbor to Circle City, and all the 
deer hroiight over have been sold to tills 
company. Fifteen of the men were sent 
on across the country with the deer. The 
balance, and the women nnd children, .Mr. 
Kjlllniun takes at once to the Teller sta- 
tion by boat to await the coming of the 
men and deer. As soon as he hns delivered 
his trust, Mr. Kjlllnmn goes to Siberia, 
across ltehriug sen, to Import l.tXH) female 
deer for breeding purposes. 

The reindeer proposition seems a good 
deal of a farce to one who has not heard 
Mr. Kjlllniun talk on the subject. Then 
It Is not onlv Interesting, but seems feas- 
ible.

Dc( iber," said he lust night, "with live 

men and 11 deer. We drove the deer 
single, each one drawing 200 pounds. We 
at once ascended Into the mountains above 
timber line, where the snow Is hard, and 
where moss Is plenty, nnd where there is 
no timber or brush to Interfere with rapid 
travel. "Wo had no trails, nor did we need 
one. Our reindeer sleds nre something like 
the ordinary dog sled, but about twice ns 
wide. The land must be very slanting nnil 
Steep Indeed, If we can't travel over it. 
We followed the tops of the mountains- 
northwest, crossed the Yukon and Taunnn 
valleys, reascended and came out at Cook's; 
inlet. We accomplished what we went for 
and returned the same way. We were gone 
less than four months, and traveled over 
i!,200 miles. Over an unbroken mountain 
we made from 40 to r,0 miles a day while 
travelling. The deer will pull 400 pounds 
where there Is a trull, or '.'DO where there 
is none. It Is uot necessary to break a 
trull for them, as the snow above tim- 
ber line Is hard and smooth. We did not 
take a pound of feed for the anlninls. At 
night we took off their harness and 
turned them loose. They would paw down 
to the rocks, three or four feet through 
the snow, and find an abundance of moss 
for their sustenance. At noon we would' 
stop 10 or lf> minutes only and would then 
dig the snow awnv for them so they could 
feed quickly. The deer are strong and' 
hard)*: You can form no adequate Idea of 
them from seeing the poor starved things 
that passed through here some time ago. 
You must remember that they hud Jnst 
arrived from a trip of nearly 12,000 miles, 
and that for most of the way tliey were 
fed on ont-monl crackers or some food 
utterly new nnd unwholesome to them." 

"Ho' you really believe Hint reindeer will 
prove the best anlmuls for transporta- 
tion in Alaska?" Mr. Kjlllman wus risked. 

"I do. I have driven horses and dogs, 
but (leer nre certainly preferable. In the 
first place you must keep to the Streams 
with your horses and dogs, to get grazing; 
for the former nnd fish for the hitter. Then 
von can only Ibid grazing In the summer 
for your horses, when the waters are run- 
ning", and when you have difficulty cross- 
ing the streams, nnd at best you must fol- 
low the course of the streams which yon 
know wind about and to go three miles you 
travel five. With the deer you keep high 
up above timber, where moss Is plenty, 
and where there Is always plenty of snow 
and no streams to cross. Moreover, you 
can go nlrnost in a straight line. 

According to Mr. Kjlllman, the govern- 
ment purposes to cultivate reindeer until 
there nre In the neighborhood of .100,0<K) In 
Alaska. 
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Onr Chilliwack correspondent writes 
as follows: Mr. Vedder, M.P.P., return- 
ed from Victoria the day that dissolu- 
tion took place. A few dnys after Mr. 
Forster joined him hero. It seems Mr. 
Vedder's position here is somewhat sim- 
ilar to Mr. Forster's in the Delta. The 
electors of Delta to get rid of Mr. Fors- 
ter nominated Mr. John' Oliver of Mud 
Bay and now Mr. Vedder's late friends 
are trying to nominate Mr. Charley 
Munroe, but Mr. Vedder will have none 
of it. He imagines he is entitled to the 
nomination and after this all will he plain 
sailing for him, hut he reckons without 
his host. The people here will not re- 
turn an oppositionist. The majority say 
that they have patiently waited for the 
opposition to develop into statesmen and 
are sadly disappointed. What they want 
this time is a member whom they can 
look to for something and make their 
wants known to the government, and not 
go there simply to obstruct legislation, 
as our member unfortunately has done. 
We have chosen a candidate that will 
(ill the bill, at least the majority think 
we have, in the person of our premier, 
Hon. J. EL Turner. Not long ago at one 
of the regular meetings of the friends of 
the present government Mr. Turner s 
name was laid before the electors pres- 
ent, and all were asked to express their 
opinion for or against his candidature 
which they did with no uncertain sound 
in his favor. A committee was appointed 
to draft a requisition asking that lion, 
gentleman to allow us to place his name 
in nomination, which was done, and 
every elector present attached his name 
to it. thereby pledging himself to support 
him in case we could get him to accept 
the nomination. Since then the electors 
are coming from all parts of the riding 
to add their names to the requisition, 
even those who were supposed to be un- 
friendly to the administration are in 
sympathy with the movement, some of 
the old-time oppositionists advocate elect- 
ing Mr. Turner by acclamation. 

Under date of May 150, II. Maeklin 
sends the following from Galiano: 

"Of two evils choose the least" was the 
remark made at a so-called convention 
held on Salt Spring Island a few weeks 
ago for the purpose of selecting a can- 
didate to oppose the present member. 
Mr." J. P. Booth, at the coming election. 
In explanation of this it may be said 
that when Mr. Paterson of the Victoria 
& Sidney railway, was chosen at that 
meeting "to represent the people, a prom- 
inent opposition gentleman gave vent to 
his disapproval by telling his friends that 
whilst he was always opposed to Mr 
Booth on political grounds he would as 
Buredly give him his support in the poli- 
tical arena in preference to aiding a 
party who is not cognizant of the needs 
of settlers and whose interest in island 
affairs would gradually diminish should 
he be chosen - as a representative. As n 
number Mr. Booth has made a record 
which, if scrutinized, would show an en- 
tire absence of any desire to advance 
one section of his district at the expense 
of another. He is an advanced thinker, 
maintaining a deal of independence 
which enables him to support such meas- 
ures as be believes to be in the best in- 
terest of the country;, and he is now- 
stronger and more popular with his con- 
stituents than he has ever been. Notwith- 
standing the united though futile efforts 
of the opposition party in this district to 
make the electors believe the present 
government will shortly lose the reins 
of power, and what Mr. Booth will meet 
with an v overwhelming defeat, this im- 
plied prediction is being undermined and 
ridiculed by honest and just criticism 
and like an iceberg tloaitng south the 
ptopheey will gradually melt. away. The 
political outlook to-day in the North Vic- 
toria district is most assuring to the 
piesent government party. The farmers 
in the district arc not ungrateful and the 
branch of legislation which the present 
administration have recently enacted to 
assist in the development of the agricul- 
tural interests of the province will be ap- 
proved of and heartily endorsed. The 
needs of the agricultural community have 
been closely watched and as a result, the 
inauguration may he chronicled of Farm 
ers' Institutes, Agriculaural Credit As 
sedations. Fruitgrowers' Association 
Provincial Board of Horticulture, Dairy- 
men's Association act, Flockmasters' As- 
sociation and other classes of legislation 
of e<iual importance to the farmers. 

"The legitimate success of the govern 
meat in grappling with the needs of ; 
district has been accomplished by adopt 
ing measures and methods to ensure pro 
gross and development, and hence oik? 
may observe the frultf illness of such a 
policy. Good roads, wharves and bridges 
exist in most of the rural districts, 
schools are provided where needed and 
this policy ot wise expenditure has prov- 
ed the means of opening up and settling 
a vast portion of the province. The op- 
position cry is that the country is deeply 
involved in debt and public works car- 
ried on too extensively, but the question 
may be asked: In the absence of an ex- 
penditure of money, would the province 
develop itself? Would the population in- 
crease? Would the revenue expand? 
Would educational facilities be provided 
and would our social and industrial riglits 
bo guarded? For an answer it is neces- 
sary to compare the present time with 
that of eight years ago when the greatest 
portion ot the province was a total wild- 
erness, land lying desolate, no schools, 
reads, bridges or wharves and the popu- 
lation very much scattered. At that 
time the country was rich in mineral 
lands, but no important work of develop- 
ment, was being carried on, the rugged in- 
terior of the province, the extensive area 
of the country and the many other well 
known obstacles to surmount it in the 
way of communication all rendered the 
expenditure of large sums of money nec- 
essary to effect the desired ends. The 
government was justified in opening it 
up, knowing it to be abundant in re- 
sources. Not many years ago there was 
only one school on these islands, situat- 
ed on Salt Spring and children residing 
on adjoining islands in order to attend 
this school had to go in rowboats a dis- 
tance of 12 to 20 miles. To-day the con- 
trast between the old and the new era 
is simply striking and it seems well nigh 
incredible that so prodigious a moral 
and material transformation as has taken 
place could have been accomplished in 
so brief an interval. The policy of the 
piesent government has been a liberal 
and progressive one, a policy of develop- 
ment worked out in the face of many 



dMIleulties the needs of the country have 
been comprehended and making due al- 
lowance for what is fallible in all gov- 
ernments and public men it should be the 
duty of the North Victoria electorate to 
return Mr. Booth again in parliament as 
a member and thus support the govern- 
ment: whose past legislation has proved 
to be best for the province. 

Hon. Robert Beaven has stated that 
he intends to again offer himself as a 
candidate in Victoria city at the ap- 
proaching general elections. But what 
more telling testimony can be asked for 
or given of the utter incapacity of the 
opposition than that the former leader 
of the party now declares that be finds 
it no longer possible to support the stand 
taken by the opposition in the legislature, 
and has therefore decided to stand ns an 
independent. He cannot endorse, he 
says, the course followed by the opposi- 
tion in decrying and placing themselves 
in antagonism to every action ot the gov- 
ernment That was practically all the 
opposition did la.it session, finding faults 
perpetually but offering no substantial 
policy in the stead of the government's. 
Consequently while Hon. Mr. Beaven 
does not endorse everything that the 
government has done, iie cannot on the 
other hand support the opposition. Coin- 
ing from so tried a champion ami so keen 
a student of politics, and British Colum- 
bian affairs more particularly, this is 
decidedly bard upon the party of wheh 
his former colleague, Mr. Sendin, is 
leader. 

The delegates elected during the past 
week or two by the several districts 
making up the constituency of Esqui- 
malt, are to meet in convention this af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock at Colwood, to for- 
mally place candidates in nomination. 
Mr. Iliggins and Mr. Huyward are ex- 
pected to be the choice. 

Mr.A. F. MePhillips 1 friends are already 
pressing upon him to offer himself as a 
candidate in the city at the coming elec 
tions. Ho Would unquestionably make 
a strong candidate. The name of Mr, 
Richard Hall is also mentioned in th 
same connection. 

A Nanaimo despatch states that W 
W. B. Mc limes, who has announced him 
self us a candidate for the provincial 
house will be nominated for Nanaimo 
city; while Dr. K. F. McKechnie will 
retire from the political field and contest 
the vacated seat of -Mr. Melnnes in the 
Dominion house.

May has not been an unusually busy 
month in shipping circles, in fact in the 
lumber trade there have been a few 
changes which do not promise too ■well. 
These are notably 'be reduction in 
freight rates of. nearly live shillings and 
a cut in the price or lumber from !?S to 
S7.50 per thousand. At present all the 
British Columbia mills have about all 
ahead of them in the way of loading 
foreign-going ships that they can handle 
but the big improvement in trade re- 
ported from the Sound is not felt here 
and for the above reason as given by one 
heavily concerned in the business, is not 
likely to be felt here for some time. Ir 
is claimed that as yet the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war has had no effect whatever on 
the lumber business and in proof of this 
the Puget Sound mills are as active now 
ns they were before war was declared. 
Locally the shipping industry has taken 
form principally in the northern trade, 
improving on the opening of the .Stikine 
the gradually developing West Coast 
business, the commencement of cannery 
operations, the return of sealing schoon- 
ers and the provisioning of others for 
Behring sea cruises. Little produce has 
in late weeks been moving but notwith 
standing freighters have not btea idle. 
The clearances entries at the customs 
during the month are as follows: Deep 
sea — entered, 125; cleared, 117. Coast- 
wise — entered, 147; cleared, I'M. 
ArTOINTED POKT CAPTAIN

A CONSPIRACY ALLEGED.

They 
are for the most part disappointed men 
and broken gamblers. W'hangel, they 
say, has become the only live town of 
the North country, and men and outfits 
are now passing up the Stikine as fast as 
the river boats can handle them. The 
most recent northern sensation is tin 
alleged discovery of a conspiracy of the 
liquor ring in Alaska to "down" Collec- 
tor Ivey. The Stikine River Journal 
claims to have proof of the existence of 
an organized party with this us ('heir 
sole object of existence, a large "cor- 
ruption fun" having oeen secured from 
the liquor men and gamblers, to be 
ponded with United States senators and 
newspapers— the Seattle Post-Intelli- 
gencer named particularly — in order to 
secure the removal of the energetic col 
lector. His seizure and confiscation of 
liquor in all Alaska town has recently 
been upheld by the circuit courts. 
HEAVY SHIPMENTS OF 1 STOCK. 

Four-legged passengers gave the 
Amura a good load on her leaving for 
Wrangel and other Northern ports 
noon yesterday. .Tust before pulling out 
from the K. M. T. & T. Co.'s wharf in 
the upper harbor there was considerable 
excitement on the dock attendant on the 
loading of a herd of mules .belonging to 
Messrs. Wooley & Pike. The animals 
are being taken North to Glenora by J. 
Martin, but have as yet been none too 
well domesticated. In addition to thi: 
shipment the Amur carried away 100 
head of cattle for the Casca Trading & 
Transportation Company. For several 
weeks every steamer going North has 
taken cattle or mules and the pack trains 
for which they are intended must now 
be in strong number on the trail from 
Telegraph Creek to Teslin Lake. 

STERN- WHEELERS FOR THE 
NORTH.

Campbell, Oil City, 
Western Star and Robert Kerr. 

AN IMMENSE CARRIER. 

Notwithstanding the depression resuit 
ing from the war scare, a Maine ship 
yard will this year turn out the greatest 
live-masted schooner in the world, says 
the Boston Globe. The builder will no 
H. M. Bean, of Camden, and the owner 
Captain ,J. (J. Crowley, of Taunton, 
Mass., for whom the big vessel Heury 
Cramp, was built two years ago. She 
is designed to carry coal, and will hare 
a capacity of -1,000 tons. Originally it 
was intended to make the length of the 
keel of this craft 160 feet, and for or- 
dinary builders that would have! been a 
large boat, but recently Mr. Bean chang- 
ed his mind mid added 111 ft. to the keel 
so that (he schooner will be 27-1 ft. long 
on the keel, and the length over all will 
be 325 feet. The five masts for the iih 
and spanker booms will be of Oregon 
pine, and are now on the way in a ves- 
sel from that slate to Boston. Work 
will begin on the big schooner in .l-ine, 
when 150 men will be employed. Mr. 
Bean expects to have the vessel ready 
for launching the last of October or the 
first of November, and doesn't think the 
.Spaniards will interfere with those cal- 
culations. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Sprntt's Ark has left for Wrangel 
with 500 tons of coal. The Klondike 
& Columbia Gold Fields Company, op- 
erating her, will not bo so heavily int- 
erested in the northern trade this' year 
as they had planned and would otherwise 
have entered into, "if trade warranted. 
The Norwegian steamers Nord and Ac- 
tive, belonging to the same company :is 
the lordenskjold now run by the local 
company were to have been placed in the 
northern service but since 'ravel has not 
assumed the proportions calculated on 
their charter has been cancelled. 

On her next trip NorMi the Btonmor 
Queen will inaugurate her summer ex- 
cursion schedule. She will run to Dyen 
and Skugway on the first trip but, it is 
expected, will not call at those places 
on subsequent runs. It is said the sen- 



son already promises to be fairly suc- 
cessful from the number of bookings al- 
ready made. 

The big coal carrier Transfer No. 1 is 
about to be transferred into a cat- 
tle boat at Vancouver, and is to be 
shortly towed to St. Michael's with 475 
bead of cattle on board. 

Alaska's mail steanler the Cottage City 
is due to sail North this evening, one 
day behind schedule time. 

The new schooner Eric is reported to 
have been chartered to load at Clie- 
rnaihus for Taku.
